Champion

In 1981 the oddsmakers predicted that Ameri- 
cans Kenny Roberts and Randy Mamola were 
the favorites to win the World 500cc Road Rac- 
ing Championship. But when the season closed 


in Sweden, it was a 28-year-old 
Italian, Marco Lucchinelli, in the 
driver's seat winning for Suzuki. 

"Lucky" won five world cham- 
pionship rounds in 1981 and eventually 
finished several points ahead of Mamo- 
la, the runner-up. during the off-season 
there were rumors that Lucchinelli 
would sign with the Marlboro-backed 
team that was being organized by 
many-time world champion Giacomo 





Agostini. The rumors were squashed 
when the announcement was made 
that Lucchinelli had signed with Honda 


of Japan to contest the 1982 World 
500cc Road Racing Championship 
Series, teaming with American Freddie 
Spencer on the new NS500 two-stroke 
triple. 


Born in Spezia, Italy (near Genoa), 
Lucchinelli's adult life has been varied. 
Prior to his motorcycle racing career, 
Marco served a stint as a shipboard 
waiter and worked in the European 
music industry as a “gopher” in 
touring rock concerts. 

In fact, Lucchinelli's music career is 
on the upswing. He recently recorded 











two songs on the EMI label, and will 
be a guest entertainer at the upcoming 
San Remo music festival in Italy, an 
event somewhat comaprable to our 
Grammy Awards. 

We met with Marco following a photo 
session in a West Los Angeles studio, 
where he was posing for shots to be 
used in the Honda press guide. Al- 
though he speaks some English, and 
appears to comprehend nearly every- 
thing that is going on, the interview 
was conducted in Italian. Lucchinelli’s 
friend — and now teammate — racer 
Roberto Pietri, who speaks several 
languages, served as interpreter. 

Currently residing in Imola, Italy 
(three blocks from the track there), 
Lucchinelli resides with his wife Paola 
and one-and-a-half-year-old Christiano. 


What does it mean to you to win the 
World Championship? 

Winning was everything to me. Since 
1977 I've been talking about it but I 
couldn't win a world championship. 
Everyone told me I was talking too 
much and not doing so much, although 
I was sure I could do it. I showed every- 
one that I could do it. Since 1977 I 
told people I could do it, so it meant 
everything to me to be the 1981 world 
champion. 

What made the difference in 1981? 
The only difference was a little bit of 
luck. Everything fell in together at the 
same time. Maybe I could have won it 
last year, but I had tire problems and 
motorcycle problems. 














This year we worked in the winter be- 
fore the 1981 season on tires and the 
frame and engine were a little better. 
Nothing broke, and I didn't fall down. 
I concentrated on doing what I have 
always done, the best I can do. 

This year's world championship was 
one of the hardest ones to win. When 
we came to Sweden I had won five world 
championship rounds and I could 
have lost it to Mamola, who had only 
won two. It used to be that when you 
won more than four you pretty much 
had it in the bag, but this year after 
winning five Mamola still could have 
taken it away from me. 

Now that you have won the World 
Championship, how did you and 
Honda get together? 

Since June 1980 Honda was talking to 
me, even before I became World 
Champion. I went with Honda, first of 
all because I am fascinated with the 
name Honda — it's the biggest 
company. I am the first Italian to ride 
with Honda. Giacomo Agostini has 
won many World Championships but 
never ridden with Honda. 

Also, now that I have won the 
World Championship that is like the 
end of my dream because I've already 
accomplished something being the 
World Champion. Now I am out to 
accomplish another world champion- 
ship, or make a motorcycle; that is an- 
other accomplishment I want to make. 
Now the motorcycle that Honda has 
got out, I am going to make it work. 
Nobody has had it before. Freddie will 
get it first and then whatever comes 
out of that they made it. I'll make the 
bike and we will see in another year. 
Have you ridden the NS500 yet? 

No, I haven't tried it yet. 

How do you think you will fare in 
the 1982 World Championships with 
this new motorcycle? Do you think 
you will be able to develop it fast 
enough to place significant impact 
on the World Championship? 

I haven't been on the bike yet. I have 
to go to Italy and we'll try it. After that 
I'll go to Brazil to test tires. Now is 
when the work starts. Our goal as far 
as preparation is concerned is to make 
that bike good enough to finish in the 
first race of the world championship 
series in Argentina. There in Argentina 
we can measure ourselves and then 
have another month to work on the 
bike. I will be able to make the bike 
good enough to finish with the leaders, 
although maybe not win with it right 
away. The world championship is a 
long one, so many races... 

The top people will have new motor- 
cycles also. Yamaha will bave a brand 
new motorcycle for Kenny (Roberts) 
and Suzuki will also have a brand new 
motorcycle. Each of them will have to 
work very hard too, so... 
























































Who is going to be the toughest to 
beat for the World Championship next 
year? 

For me, always Kenny. Kenny is the 
hardest one to beat. If there is a good 
bike for Barry Sheene, he is the only 
other rider who is a big worry for me. 


Is this your first appearance at Day- 
tona? 1 

No, I was in Daytona in 1977 on a 750 
Yamaha, but it was horrible. 


Have you ever ridden the big four- 
strokes, the Formula One? 

Nothing like we have here now. In 
1975 I used to ride for Laverda in the 
24 hour races and that is the big four- 
stroke experience I have. This type of 
thing that you race here in America, 
the Formula One, the closest they get 
to it is the Formula One in England 
which is nothing like this. 

Are you looking forward to it? 

I am looking forward to it. Daytona is 
something that I want to do and itgwill 
bring a lot of satisfaction. But Tm 
really looking to the World Champion- 
ship and that is what I'm after. e.

Scott Head: Keeping his 


feet off foreign soil

1980 was a good year for Scott Head. He was 17 years old, on his second tour of the 
national trials circuit, ranked second in the nation and number one in California. 
1981 should have been even more promising for the young rider, but it was not to 
be. While he was enjoying another feet up activity, street riding, he went off a cliff 
in a canyon near his home and sustazned a broken back. This, only weeks after 
signing a factory contract with the fledgling Italjet company to contest the U.S. and 


California championships. 


Scott's rise to stardom on the trials scene surprised those who didn't know him. He 
was one of the youngest riders ever to receive an Expert license for trials. He rode 
only one season as a Novice, then aboard a Bultaco he won five straight trials as an 
Intermediate and moved into the Expert ranks early. After three months as an 
Expert he rode his first national and finished 15th. The next year he was eighth in 


the nation. 


Scott had several bikes when he was young, starting with a Honda 50 at age 
seven. He became an accomplished rider on XR75. Hts story of trials begins with 


the XR. 


How did you get into trials? 

I had an XR75 Honda that I rode in 
the fields next to my house. My friends 
and I had a basic idea of what trials 
was. It was pretty vague, mostly what 
we saw in On Any Sunday 1. Along 
with our motocross we would go out 
and ride over rocks and ride really slow 
and that's about all. We didn't know 
anything about sections or anything. 

I was getting pretty good on that 
little bike and I wanted to start racing 
so I talked to my dad about it. He 
wanted me to get into something 
different because he knew the expense 
of motocross and it didn't really turn 
him on any. He had some friends that 
rode trials and so we went checking 
out trials bikes. Suzuki was making a 





trials bike for a pretty cheap price so I 
got that for my 14th birthday. 

I still didn't know what trials was. I 
would just go out and trail ride it. 
Those friends of my dad's came out to 
our house and showed me how trials 
really worked and from then on I was 
hooked on it. 

How did you get your factory ride? 

Well, at that time I had just placed 
second in the United States Trials 
Championship Series and I was 
number one in California. Italjet had 
just ‘signed Bernie Schreiber to ride 
and develop a new trials bike. I knew 
Bernie and we would go riding quite 
often, we lived pretty close to each 
other. Italjet was looking for a rider to 
ride their new bike in the American 








Championship, so I guess I was the 
logical choice at that time. 
Were you a privateer the year you 
rode your Bultaco to second? 
The year I rode my Bultaco to second I 
had a little help on entries and a deal 
on parts from Bay Area Bultaco and I 
got a fairly good deal on a bike from 
the American importer. Other than 
that it was just myself and my parents. 
I signed (with Italjet) in the middle 
of December and they still didn’t have 
the bikes ready. Bernie was riding a 
really primitive prototype over in 
Europe but I was still riding my 
Bultaco in the local trials. 


When did you have your accident? 
The day after New Year's, January 
2nd. I spent a couple weeks in the 
hospital and then a month or so 
recovering at home, not able to do 
anything. As soon as I was able I 
started riding and trying to get back in 
shape. I rode my first trial and started 
building myself back up. My contract 
with Italjet was just to ride in the 
California Championship and the 
American Championship. Well, that 
year I won the Trial de Espana so I 
was planning a trip to Europe and I 
was guaranteed help and support in 
Europe. 

I was getting backinshape and I 
guess the Italjet factory had differences 
with their Italian rider and he left the 
factory. The story I got was that all top 
riders in Italy were already committed 
to their contracts. It was really 
important for an Italian company to 
have a top Italian rider. The president 
flew over here and they offered me a’ 
deal. 

Well how did you feel then? One 
minute you were a privateer and 
the next minute you were a factory 
rider riding in Europe. 

You're not joking when you say one 
minute! When the president of Italjet 


flew over I still didn't know what was ° 


going on. I just went down to the 
American importer to meet the guy 
and way hi. The -next thing I know 
they are saying, "Yeah, you can come 
to Europe in 48 hours with me," and 
he had a contract right there. They had 
the AMA on the phone to release me 
from my American license so I could 
get my Italian license. I couldn't 
believe it. I was so excited! 

Are you going to ride all the world 
rounds? 

Definitely all the ones in France, 
England and Belgium. All those that 
are close to Italy and Canada and 
America of course. I don’t know about 
the Scandanavian rounds. It just 
depends; if I am doing good then for 
sure I'll go, but you have to just play it 
by ear. 

So you have pretty good relations 
with the factory? 

There is nothing cutthroat about those 
people; they treat me really good. I 
have dinner with the president all the 
time. If I have a problem I go to him 
and get it taken care of. ; 
What is it like to ride in a foreign 
country? I know you had a teammate 


when you first got there but later in | 


the year it was just you. 

By that time I was a litte more com- 
fortable. I knew a little Italian by 
then, enough to get by, but still you 
miss so much not being fluent in the 
language. Even if you are with some- 
body you are still almost alone because 
you can't speak to them and they can't 
speak to you. I like being in a foreign 
country; I like being the guy from 
another place. I don't know how to 
explain it. You get a lot of attention 
and people are always checking you 
out — "Oh that guy's from America." 
I don’t know how it is in other 
countries, but in Italy they really like 
Americans and they like America. So 
Americans get treated very well. 

How did you finish last year in 
rounds that you rode in Europe? 





I missed the first few rounds in January 
and February. I didn't get over there 
until April and I rode the remaining 
rounds and came in sixth in the 
Championship for the year. I rode the 
indoor trials and a few international 
trials, not world championship trials, 
where a club was putting on the trials 
and riders from all over Europe come 
and ride. I rode one world round. I 
rode France in May and had a pretty 
bad ride. I was really dissappointed, 
but I was sick and I had a groin injury 
which was a result of my back injury. 
The muscles didn't get healed entirely 
before I started training real hard 
again. I was going to stay and ride 
Austria and a few more of the world 
rounds, but instead 1 came home and 
tried to recover. I found a sports 
medicine clinic in San Francisco that 
treats the Oakland Raiders. I went 
there and they put me on a recovery 
and training program. They fixed me 
up. So now it's all right. 


Now that Schreiber has left are you 
the main development rider or are 
you mainly the Italian and world 
round rider? 

I have always been involved in develop- 
ment and testing and I am sure that 
will continue, Even more so this year 
because I live very close to the factory 
and am very available for testing. 

In Europe aren't you a really young 
rider? 

In the position I am, yes. In Europe 
you can't ride anything over a 125 until 
you are 18 and have a drivers license. 
When I was 18 I was second in the 
U.S. and there are kids 18 over there 
and they are still having to ride 125s. I 
think the reason is most of the 
competition over there takes place on 
public roads. The competition will 
start in a town and you ride on the 
main roads from section to section. It's 
necessary to have a driver's license. 

Do the injuries mentally slow you 
down? Do they keep you from trying 
things that you would try before 
because you've been injured and 
because other trials riders have been 
injured? 

Well, other people getting injured 
doesn't really affect me. I know that 
my back injury devastated me 
mentally. I had to start all over again 
as far as trying hard obstacles and 
getting an agressive mental attitude 
back. I think that happens to some 
extent to everybody when they have an 
injury. I am over it now. I am back to 
where I am aggressive again, and as 
long as I am healthy I am sure I will 
stay that way. 

Do you have any goals or projected 
plans for this year in Europe? 

Well definitely I would like to win the 
Italian Championship and I would like 
to get in the top 15 in the world. 
Anything better would be fantastic, 
but I don’t want to set my goals too high 
and then be thoroughly disappointed. 
Since you are involved in develop- 
ment riding, do you see any major 
changes coming in your sport in the 
next few years? 

In the next couple of years I think that 
we will just be improving upon what 
we already have. I am sure in years to 
come there will be some revolutionary 
changes. I am sure you've heard about 
the SWM two-wheel drive. Who knows 
where that will go? It could be the next 
big change, but I don’t know. 

That could ultimately be better for 
trials. The technical race may have 
hurt motocross because beginning 
riders don’t know how to ride the 
new bikes or set one-up. Trials is a 
sport where you can still race a ‘78 or 
‘79 and still be relatively competitive. 
Trials is the sport where the bike 
comes second to the rider. That is true 
of any sport but I think it is even more 
so in trials. It is not a race; the guy 
with the best equipment is not going to 
have an enormous advantage. °

Border to border on an MB5 


Tales of tiddler touring on a record setting Mexico to Canada run

Going from Mexico to Canada on a motorcycle sounds like fun. But 
to do it on a 50cc motorcycle designed for street warfare may be a 
little crazy. Nonetheless, that’s what Bill Herndon decided to do last 
summer, shortly after the introduction of the Honda MB5. 


Herndon, who is affiliated with the Slick-50 engine additive concern, has been at 
the forefront of an effort to use volunteer labor to help keep Sequoia National Forest 
trails maintained and open. 


The effort's primary goal was to get from Mexico to Canada in seven days. 


Achieving that, the plan was then to return to California, still riding the 50cc two- 
stroke. 


What follows is the story of the record run. It was made possible, according to 
Herndon, by the following sponsors: Bell Helmets, Dr. Pepper, Duralube Oil, Ed 
Kretz & Son Motorcycles, Flanders Company, Kal-Gard, Multivision, NEP Sales, 
Nippondenso, Pasadena Honda, Pasadena Suzuki, Petrolon Products, Slick-50, 
Sudco International and American Honda.

Preparation 


My wife, Kathy, would drive the 
chase vehicle, a '76 Dodge van. 
Because of the anticipated slow and 
boring “car” speeds (30-45 mph?), the 
family dogs Squirt and Goggles would 
ride shotgun. As well as a place to 
sleep at night (if we didn’t get separ- 
ated), the mobile shop kept spares, 
tools, and lubricants nearby in case of 
emergency and for regular main- 
tenance. : 

The motorcycle itself was lightened 
as much as the minimal time and ma- 
terials would allow. Low stress nuts, 
bolts, washers, spacers, and shafts 
(except the brake/kickstand shafts) were 
replaced with aluminum and titanium, 
where possible. All other fasteners 
were carefully gone over for tightness. 
In a tribute to modern day factory as- 
sembly, not a single fastener needed 
tightening on the Honda. 


The engine remained very close to 
stock. Performance. work included 
four items: head gasket, for a pinch 
more torque; matched transfer ports; 
shortened exhaust stinger, and an air- 
box cover heavily drilled around its 
perimeter. In the interest of longevity, 
the ports and transfers were chamfered 
and smoothed ever so lightly, for 
maximum ring life. It was interesting 
to note that in less than 50 break-in 
miles, the piston was already scored 
from too-sharp port edges. 


Though we had hoped to carry a 
complete spare MB5 engine in the 
chase vehicle as insurance, they were 
too new and simply not available yet. 
American Honda did provide the most 
important spares and invaluable con- 
sultation, information and data. To 
complete the job, Jim (Nasty) Pilon in- 
stalled a 12-volt quartz halogen 
headlight and revised the system so it 
could be run with lights on or off, via 


the turn signal switch. 

Since the electrical system had only 
66 watts output, and the headlight 
high beam alone drew 60 watts, we 
were concerned with battery discharge. 

An Eclipse tank bag was installed 
to carry camera equipment, food, and 
rain gear. It was simply too wide to 
work. A narrower Emgo bag was sub- 
stituted and worked better. Despite 
having a chase vehicle, the plan was to 
be as self-sufficient as possible. A mul- 
tiple pocket zip-top duffel bag from 
Athalon was selected. Bungied to the 
seat-back, it carried cold weather rid- 
ing suit, sleeping bag, spare gloves, 
and a change of clothing. Ready for 
riding weight, prior to adding above 
luggage, and with 1.4 gallons of gas, 
was 191 pounds. 

With a rapidly decreasing Pacific 
Northwest weather window, our original 
Sept. 28 start date was bumped up to 
the 21st, allowing only 19 days prep 
time. :

der tbat would be the Starting Line. 
Poised for the 9 a.m. start, the air was 
crisp and moist, with overcast skies. 
Everyone was a bit uncomfortable, es- 
pecially the photographers. 

The border personnel were extra- 
ordinarily helpful and friendly, and 
accommodated us by signing, stamping, 
and witnessing our needed documents. 
After press consideration and a Kal- 
Gard hat to inspector (and biker) Roy 
Gallagher, 10:52 a.m, saw a start. 

Despite having done California sur- 
face routing with AAA and the CHP, it 
became apparent that it simply was 
not ible to get from Tijuana north 


to the San Bernardino area without 


freeway usage. |. ____.. " 


The first day of the trip was to be 
the most perilous — for several reasons. 
American Honda had strongly sug- 
gested a minimum 300 mile, carefully 
graduated break-in. We came to the 
start line with 46.7. Not to mention a 
pile of wrong main jets (all too large), 
and a new and modified engine. Free- 
way-mandated continuous road and 
engine speeds, along with a big guy 
and tour-equipped tiny motorcycle 
package, all offered early engine failure. 

The acid test was really out on the 
highway. The recommended gentle 
break-in was out of the question. We 
soon found that mandatory freeway 
usage required at least 70-80% 
throttle for steady-state cruising, 90- 
100% for grades. Three tin cans had 


‘been hastily flat-blacked and wired to 


the bike to make it appear larger. 

It was to become a familiar sight to 
see occupants of passing vehicles turn 
back and stare in disbelief. Low slung 
and sporty to start with, perhaps the 
full racer image was complete, with 
the Flanders BMW-type low bars. 
Police, passing from both directions, 
also seemed to take an especially large 
interest in the vehicle/rider package. 


Whether relishing an opportunity to 
cite a speeder or a bike with the “slows” 
is open for discussion. It hardly 


seemed the latter, in most cases. 
Interstate 15E led us away from the 
heavily-travelled border. As the revs 


, went to a steady 9000 rpm, I held my 


breath. Would the engine lock up? It 
had every right to do so but 121 miles 
away at Grand Terrace, it was still 
running strong. 

Shortly after Cajon Junction, Hwy. 
395 hove into view. A sigh of relief 
went out, just to be off the freeway. 
Hitting fairly heayy sidewinds through 
Pearsonville, we stopped for a balmy 
starlight dinner at de abandoned gas 


. „station (they only do tow service now). 


, a.m. tot 


Back on the road, the Honda im- 
mediately hit reserve fuel supply. 
Despite the high price of fuel at 
Olancha, I was pleased to find the bike 
made this 35-mile distance with juice 
to spare. 

The first day on a bike trip has 
almost always been my longest. Today 
was the more so, due to mental work. 
Another half hour up the road, the 
van lights started to chase rabbits and 
bushes paralleling it. As the sleep 
weaver got worse, I knew it was time to 
cash it in. Lone Pine lived up to at 
least the first half of its name. Four or 
five minutes of riding/bouncing through 
fields of mesquite found us a beautiful 
spot west of town, for our first night’s 
sleep. 


Despite the danger of early sleep 
pervading the issue, I could barely 
contain my optimism. Against all odds 
the Honda Record Special had run al- 
most flawlessly these first 323 miles. 
Despite only one day completed, the 
chances of making Canada were much 
brighter than 13 hours earlier. 


Tuesday 
Morning came at precisely 6:46 
e sound of a dirt biker on 
his way to school, cross country above 
our camp. After a hearty breakfast of 
granola, fruit, and milk, the Honda 
got its chain lube for an early start. 
Despite the presence of many stun- 
ning and eye-catching motorcycles 
being available in 1981 in the U.S., 
this rider has never seen so much at- 
tention, so many stares or questions 
asked of one motorcycle — the MB5. 
Such was the case in Lone Pine, as we 
stopped at the post office for certifi- 
cation of our location verification sheet. 
Heading north, toward the highest 
price gas on the trip at Bishop ($1.48 
for regular), the oohs, ahhs, and double 
takes were the same. So also was it to 


, be for the rest of the trip. 
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* ^" Before proceeding further the CT 


15 tooth countershaft sprocket was 
changed to a 14T. The former worked 
acceptably well up till now, but ever- 
increasing upgrades required lower 
and closer gearing (stock gearing in- 
cludes a 13T countershaft sprocket). 

Our first "public" rest.stop, above 
June Lake, found us downing vege- 
burgers, fruit, and carob bars. 

The mid-afternoon sun was still 
bright and warm. Stopping. at Mono 
Lake, I first realized that Kathy had 
never seen the fantastic formations 
native to this hostile body of water. Be- 
cause the surface appeared crusty and 
firm, I gave the MB5 a good second 
gear squirt, just in case. Instead of 
going 40 feet, the bike went about 10, 
and not all forward. The “Mono Lake 
Goo” belched once, and swallowed the 
Honda up to its axles. Fortunately, 
there was trash around, enough to 
build footing in the bottomless slime. 
As it continued to slip deeper into the 
“quick-slime,” we worked feverishly to 
get more old tires, rocks, and chips of 
wood to stand on. Worse yet, was the 
terrible, indescribably sickening stink, 
coming from the “Goo.” A skunk could 
be a perfumey “six” by comparison. 
Somehow, we managed -to tug, pry, 
and pull the bike out. There was no gas 
station or water hose for miles, and the 
balance wheel weights were useless. I 
was just glad the wheels would go 
around. Perhaps a day's work had 
been done in an hour. 7 

With about 500 miles on the clock, 
the engine was running better than 
ever. The rest of the afternoon and 
evening was, fortunately, less eventful. 
Unlike a month previous, the hot after- 
noon weather was now in the cooler 
70s, as we crossed into Nevada. Despite 
being midweek, it was amazing to see 
the casinos and streets of Reno packed 
to the gills. 

Getting pretty desperate for sleep, 
and the clock pushing Cinderilla, we 
headed for the outskirst of Lovelock, 
NV. Monday's 323. miles had been 
beaten with a 370 mile recording, and 
we were well ahead of our eight-day 
scheduled allowance. We had to drive 
for a half hour and several miles to 
find a peaceful place. It was worth it. 


Wednesday ; 
We awoke to confirm last night's 


find: A nice field in real Hopalong 
Cassidy country. Large rounded rocks 


everywhere, deserted and private. For. 


the first time, the weather was cold. 
With early morning temperatures down 
from the 70s to the 40s, maintenance 
was difficult and gloved. But with 743 
miles elapsed, it was time for some ser- 
vice. We topped off the oil tank. The 
ND plug was checked and found to be 
a bit rich. The engine had beerr running 
quite rich on the needle and the main. 
Having no smaller main jet than the 
stock 105, the three-notch needle was 
lowered to the leanest position. The 
chain was given its daily lube and re- 
ceived its first adjustment. To my dis- 
belief, a general check found the 12- 
volt battery almost out of water. It was 
decided to run the lights on most of 
the time, to minimize the apparent 
overcharge. 

Like many towns of the West and 
Northwest, Lovelock has a certain 
honest small-town nostalgia about it 
that SoCal (and other places) try to 
unsuccessfully duplicate. Much of the 
old days, little of the new, friendly 
townsfolk, and very real. On the way 
through town, we stopped at the Persh- 
ing County Sheriff's station for daily 
certification, then headed north for 
Winnemucca, Highway 95, and the 
McDermitt border town entrance to 
Oregon. It was here that the speedo- 
meter first went blink. The needle 
would suddenly drop from 53 mph to 
35-40, even though road speed stayed 
the same. We became very concerned 
that the odometer might go south, 
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also. With no mileage verification, the 
trip would be a shambles. And we had 
no spare instruments. 

miles ticked away into the south- 
east corner of Oregon and the starkly 
beautiful Jordan Valley. As suddenly 
as it had departed, 85 miles earlier, 
the cranky do needle returned to 
normal. Perhaps it was coincidental 
that the odometer had just recorded 
the first 1000 successful miles. They 


were nothing less than ruthless to a - 


50cc engine, as revs had gradually es- 
calated to a steady-state 9200-9400 
rpm, with about one million total 
engine revolutions elapsed. 

Nearing Council, ID, the clock was 
nearing late. A hiding police car watch- 
ed a funny big guy, on a heavily loaded 
little bike, inventively searching for a 
close-to-town camp spot. As the chase 
van waited on a dimly lit corner, he 
must have been ready for obtuse action. 

Without in-town success, we headed 
for the hills in the north outskirts. 
After attempting to delineate private 
farms and property from public, a 
spot high above Council, with a panor- 
amic view, became occupied. We had 
completed the most successful and 
trouble-free day yet, with a total of 
427 miles. It was not to continue. 


Black Thursday 


As we arose, the morning air and 
sky already were cold and sinister. For 
the first time on the trip, I asked myself 
what I was doing here. Everywhere be- 
low us were cozy-looking homes with 
chimneys billowing smoke in unison. 
While the locals were inside their 
warm houses by the fireplace, I was try- 
ing to cajole bike and body into action 
in high 30s temps. Fighting bone- 
chilling, mind-numbing cold was to 
be a rider concern for three more 
states. Starting the MB5 for exercise 
didn't warm one up at all. Rolling its 
off the stand starts it almost before the 
rear tire is off the ground. Honda 
could delete the kickstarter, and it 
could hardly be missed. As we navi- 
gated back into the right-turn town of 
Council, the chase vehicle's power 
steering spit a seal and dumped its 
fluid out. After paying an outrageous 
price for ATF, and emergency repair, 
we were again heading north. 

The chase Dodge picked a fine time 
to leave us at Lucille, only 70 miles to 
the north. First, with the van leading, 
the right muffler partially let go. Then 
the left one blew its guts all over the 
road, and myself. We had no choice 
but to continue. 

Worse than mechanical jeopardy 
was soon to follow. As we descended 
4400 foot Summit Peak into Grange- 
ville, the relatively windless day some- 
how delivered a piece of grit under the 
Bell Star into my left eye. Despite re- 
peated water flushing, I was experienc- 
ing relatively large pain for the rest of 
the day. As if hit by a similar copy-cat 
omen, Kathy developed a strangely 
severe and persistent stomach ache, 
accompanied by dizziness, achiness 
and headache. : 

Since there was no place to rest on 
the highway at that point, we decided 
to force ourselves another 30 minutes 
ahead, or the next town, whichever 
came first. For some unexplainable 
reason, Kathy's physical condition 
quickly improved. 

Because of our many problems so 
far this day, we had delayed "location 
certification" at a post office (or cop 
shop) and hoped to find one in the 
later p.m. There needn't have been 
concern. In a nondescript town, north 
of Moscow, ID, the city officer was 
glad to oblige. Amazingly, it wasn't for 
the rowdy van exhaust note. Following 
too close was the claim. The interesting 
thing is that the police car was closer 
to the Honda than the latter was to the 
leading chase van! 

Since we were "stopped," and it was 
now dark, the day was celebrated by 


our usual roadside dinner. Despite the 
day's occurrences and bad start, we 
were able to make up enough time to 
log in 307 miles. Though down from 
Wednesday's 427 miles, at least pro- 
gress was still northward. Twenty 
miles shy of Couer d' Alene, a rest stop 
offered an ingly contradictory sign. 
“No overnite camping, no stay longer 
than 16 hours....” 


Friday 


The morning dawned clear and 
frosty. Despite being public, the camp 
apor was beautiful. Pine trees, tables, 

ire rings, and running water all 
around. Best yet, the rest stop restrooms 
even had hot water, electrical outlets, 
and two friendly female attendants 
who encouraged us to bathe there! 
They must have felt sorry for my con- 
dition, too dirty, or too cold.... I ob- 
liged by getting a good top end job, in- 
cluding shampoo and shave. I shared 
the men's room with an ex-Californian, 
who was mad about the current "ex- 
orbitant" Montana land price of 
$1,000 an acre. Westerners should be 
so fortunate. 

Being less than 200 miles from the 
Canadian border now, our spirits really 
picked up, from yesterday's low. But 
there was a lot of maintenance to do. 
The local Dumpster became our 
emergency auto repair center and 
offered enough bits and pieces to fix 
the van's mufflers. 

The elapsed miles were 1430. The 
MB5 received a final briefing, includ- 
ing chain lube and adjustment, washed 
and reoiled air filter, and battery water 
(again). Since "break-in" (or more 
realistically “wear-out”) could now be 
considered well-completed, a new 
"Two-Stroke Engine Treatment" from 
Slick-50 was applied. 

With the sun out so nice, it didn't 
seem possible that the coming fight 
would be against severe weather. Forty- 
five minutes away, just north of Couer 
d'Alene, it. hit. The rain soon turned 
to hail, and the hail to %” marbles. 

Even riding behind the chase vehicle 
in a bit of.a vacuum, the Record Special 
lost 18-20 mph at full throttle on 
straight road. All those ball bearin 
building up on the road surface made 
even slight curves rather exciting. 
Pretty soon, the road surface was 
gone. I've always thought trail riding, 
snow riding, or a good tough enduro 
offer more thrills-per-mile than any 
other kind of motorcycle sport. 
Wrong! With wide-open country ahead, 
Ma Nature hadn't even provided us a 
tree to take refuge under. How can it 
hail so big, for so long? Why are hail- 
stones round? Despite the Cadillac 
padding in the Bell Star, the constant 
richocheting hailstones became mind- 
numbing. Tankslapping through the 
marbles, the hail stopped as suddenly 
as stepping out from under the shower. 
Looking back only a short distance, it 
was amazing to see the road disappear 
into whiteness. It was a lot more com- 
forting ahead. Never knew how dearly 
I loved asphalt, after all. Light rain 
soon diminished into brilliant 
rainbowed sunshine. 

At Sandpoint a stop was made to 
recover body heat, reaction time, and 
sanity. Despite nature's heavy shrapnel, 
it was almost surprising to find the van 
dentless.. Though audible metallic 
melodies clinked a tune on the Honda, 
through the storm peak, the tank had 
no "hail dents." Even the headlight 
kept its glassy face about it intact. 

Some of the local gentry advised 
that we had just sliced through the 
most heavy duty hail (piles) in recent 
years. Bill's Honda shop was typical of 
many in the small-towned Pacific 
Northwest. Motorcycles, snowmobiles, 
chainsaws, tools, and clothing. Even a 
gas station. One-stop-shopping. Listen- 
ing to the local lore, interest was up, 
building down, mining down, milk 





22% %. Despite the bad news, “street- 
legalized" XR200Rs were being ridden 
around town, and more 650 Yamaha 
twins than I had ever seen in California! 
At Bonner's Ferry, several muffler 
wires broke. With the record less than 
25 miles away, they were hastily rewired. 
The goal of four long 12-15 hour days 
in the saddle was too close now, for us 
to contain our excitement. The throttle 
hand backed off a bit, from 9500 rpm, 
to 9200 rpm, to preserve the engine. If 
it blows up, let it go after the border. 
Twelve miles away from it, on Highway 
l, it was as if mechanical gremlines 
were to strike their last blow. The 
Tachometer went crazy, as the Speedo 
had done before it. It suddenly went 
from 9200 rpm, to a steady-state 8100 
indicated. Would the odometer quit 
this time? 
World Record 


The "Record Special" had earned 
its name. World's first (successful) 50cc 
solo United States continental crossing 
achieved and certified. Our arrivial at 
the Canadian border of Rykerts (Creston 
on many maps) was actually anticli- 
mactic. The weather cleared momen- 
tarily, and kindly, for a few pictures. 
Mexico's throngs of people, and well- 
wishers were nowhere in sight. Only a 
simple border-crossing station, with 
one customs official present. 

But it didn't take any more than 
that for Vern Karr to show us real 
Canadian hospitality. Besides fighting 
normal fatigue, I had been cold for so 
long, it seemed a permanent part of 
life, even as we ate inside the van. As 
acr FG Lig o , Vern invited 
us inside his office for coffee for the 
third time (my strongest drink is 
usually Squirt). 

As the biggest goal had just been 
realized, it was now easy to relax. 
After record certification, we did. Be- 
sides ming di ingly comfortable 
in his warm office, we learned a lot of 
the problems Canadian Customs offi- 
cials must deal with. One of the biggest 
now is whether or not they should be 
allowed to add firearms. It was good to 
hear about American/Canadian rela- 
tions from a Canadian view. Because 
of the generally severe winters in Can- 
ada, they use a lot of salt on the roads. 
Consequently, there are very few old 
cars on their roads, And it is a very 
popular Canadian pastime to scout for 
good used cars, as are so plentiful in 
much of the United States. Anyone 
have a good '66 Dodge Charger for 
Vern? 

After three hours of intriguing 
conversation, Kathy finally succeeded 
in dragging me out the door, if kick- 
ing. The original plan was to pro- 
ceed westward through close-to-the- 
border Canadian Highway 3, then 
drop down 97 into Washington. But 
time had also run out on getting the 
dogs' vaccination/rabies papers back 
at pre-start Los Angeles. Extraor- 
dinary hospitality or not, nothing now 
could be done to guarantee our 
woofers would get back into the U.S. 
After wading two arriving bus- 
loads of kids, we were finally able to 
wrest control of the overpopular little 
Honda. Reluctance found us backtrack- 
ing down the road to the junction of 
Idaho 2 and 1 at historic Bonner's 
Ferry. Success achieved, it was time to 
celebrate with Kathy's long sought after 
motel and shower. Not too likely. In- 
quiring at the local bar, we were direct- 
ed to our hotel for the night, a local 
landfill. 

Bill and Kathy returned to California 
via the coastal route. The mileage 
totalled 3391.4, the gasoline consumed 
for the er by the MB5 amounted to 
36.83 gallons and the round trip gas 

e figure was 92.634 mpg. Amaz- 
ingly, there were no flat tires and only 
two spark plugs were used by the MB5 
... Editor. e. 
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plastic nuts. 

Though we re-adjusted the stay bars 
several times to alter the angle of the 
fairing on our Honda CB750F, we 
kept getting wind breaking just above 
eye level. No problem except for an L| 
annoying wind whistle. CB750F Nothing but the best. 
bars, however, have a higher and pra 
deeper bend than most other bars on i 
the market, which kept the fairing in a 
relatively vertical position.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, DEC. 13 
Wheelsmith Maico pilot Harry 
Keast (Open AA Senior) found 
the fast way through the "Special 
Test" sections on his 490 to win 
the annual California Racing Club's 
Santa Claus Family Enduro. Proving 
age is no barrier, Keast was the only 
two looper to "zero" the 90-plus mile 
course. He also won the number one 
Senior plate for the second year. 

Kurt Butler (250cc A), having 
wrapped up the 200cc class champion- 
ship earlier in the year, borrowed a PE 
250 to take home second overall with 
the only one point score. First B rider 
Brett Morgan (Open B) led 10 other 
riders with two points dropped. Mor- 
gan's 120 seconds lost in the tie break- 
ers was the lowest for third overall. 

Can-Am 400 mounted Kenny McLean 
(Open A Vet) finished just two seconds 
behind Morgan and was followed by 
another Can-Am rider, Doug Douglas 
sponsored Craig Lar (250AA). 

Craig's first in the 250cc points class 
wrapped up the number one 250cc 
plate to go with the number one 200cc 
plate he earned in 1980. 

After a very cold and windy Saturday, 
Sunday greeted the 600 riders with a 
little better riding weather; breezy and 
in the 60s. 

The first loop headed east at 8 a.m. 
up the big whoop-dee-do wash at 18 
per with a speed change at the three 
mile marker to 24 mph. The first 
check at 5.0 caught most of the riders 
either sleeping or running a little hot. 
1980 number one Open Brett Tilly 
came in 20 seconds late and Harry 
Keast tried to turn his Maico into a 
trials bike. He still came in 12 seconds 
early. Nice try, Harry. 

The only rider to come in really hot 
and still scrub off a lot of seconds was 
young Kurt Butler. He made it on the 
“30.” Two guys who really impressed 
all at the check points were two long 
time Senior riders, Ed Butler and Ed 
Mazenko. Side-by-side they crested the 
rise before the check and rode slowly 
in to receive perfect time scores. 

The course led over miles of easy but 
fun trails and fire roads. The Santa 
Claus is traditionally a bit easier than 
the average CRC enduro. At the finish 
of the first loop, Santa Claus was there 
to greet all youngsters who rode with 
goodies and 100% finisher trophies. 

Ginger Smith (125cc A-W) beat all 
other one loopers with her excellent 
score of only four seconds. Second over- 
all was Devon Seward (200cc C-16) at 
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seven seconds dropped and Scott Jacob- 
sen (Mini C) a close third with eight 
seconds. 

One tick away stood Pat Crask 
(250cc C-16) followed by a three way 
tie for fifth. Thad Donat (second 
250cc C-16), Kathy Herndon (second 
A-W), and Eric Wicker (Mini B) all 
lost 10 seconds. 

Warmer but still breezy, the second 
lap proved as enjoyable as the first. 
Many new and old trails were utilized 
by CRC for a fun, challenging but not 
difficult loop. Although predicting no 
zeros, Harry Keast demonstrated that ; 
he knew his way around Lucerne | 
Valley as well as anyone. 


Coming in one second behind Craig 
Lair was second Open B Gregg Lusher 
for sixth overall. Wayne Stanfield 
dropped 2.127 en route to seventh over- 
all and first Open B Vet, followed by 
first 250cc B Leo Vandermerlan three 
seconds back. Maico rider Mark Cook 
(second 250cc AA) came in ninth with 
Mike Johnston filling out the top 10 
with a first 200cc B. 

Other apparent 1981 number one 
plate holders beside Kurt Butler 
(200cc), Craig Lair (250cc), and Harry 
Keast (Senior) were 16-year-old Husky 
rider Robbie Mesecher (Open) and 
Jeff Brake (Vet) on his Can-Am 400. 

CRC has announced a full calendar 
of enduros for 1982 with an event in 
every month of the year starting Janu- 
ary 17. New for CRC is a Super Senior 
class for those who are lucky enough to 
still be riding past the age of 50. Also 
new is the four riders per minute rule, 
down from a previous six. This was 
done to help alleviate traffic in the 
special tests and at the checkpoints. 

A warning was issued by CRC to 
playriders who ride and disrupt the 
enduro while it is going on. Those who 
are not officially entered run the risk 
of disqualifying their riding companions 
if they are caught on the course while 
the event is taking place. CRC advises 
them that they are free to ride the 
course at their own risk one hour after- 
the run is over.

VOTE Greenhorn/ 
Joe Ige Cup Trial

The Valley Observed Trials En- 
thusiasts, (VOTE), held their 
annual Greenhorn Trial; a reg- 


ular yearly event designed mainly - 


for Beginner and Novice class riders. 
This year the event took on a new di- 
mension to VOTE members when the 
name was changed to the Joe Ige Cup 
in honor of a long time and always 
hard working VOTE member who has 
since moved out of the state. 

Perpetual first place trophies were 
awarded to the top Beginner and Nov- 
ice riders along with equally fine tro- 
phies for them to keep.

Section difficulty came from angle 
of approach and tight turns off 
camber with loose footing and some 
steep climbs. 

Joe Ige got out early on Sunday and 
added a couple of Expert sections of 
his own design. One had the Experts 
enter the section the same as the lower 
classes but instead of heading for the 
exit they made a left turn to attempt 
an almost straight up climb on loose 
ground over rock. The other had them 
climbing up and down the face of a 
sand wall with only a half a handlebar 
width ledge about 12 feet up to ride 
across the face on. Both were interest- 
ing to watch. 

The event kicked off the 1982 trials 
season in southern California and judg- 
ing from the number of beginner entries 
that came out there should be a whole 
new crop of active trials riders in south- 
ern California trials.

Stacy Thornton (Bellvue Suz) 
swept both highly competitive 
motos in the 125cc Pro class to- 
day at Seattle International Race- 
way's motocross despite some mighty 
heavy competition lined up against 
him.

Thornton continued hold- 
ing off advances from Manning and 
Larson while Diesso was also putting in 
some fast lap times holding off mid- 
packers Chapman, Chad Torbergson

Second time out had Manning grab 
the start of a race that had thinned to 
an eight-rider field.

LOWER LAKE, CA, DEC. 6 
Frank Showers soaked up the 
overall, 250cc class win, and 
more than likely, a great deal of 
water at the rain-drenched Dis- 
trict 36 Sawmill Enduro today. The 
event began in a drizzle that later 
turned into a downpour and prevented 
157 of the 243 riders from finishing the 
event. 

Showers' score of two was not earned 
without competition. Craig Fator, 
Dan Neilson and Jeff Henning placed 
one, two and three in the Open A 
class, all with the tie-score of three 
(actual places determined by seconds). 
Taz Harvey's score of 4.160 was also 
quite close, and perhaps more 
awesome. Harvey piloted his lesser 
powered 200cc missle to within two 
points of the overall, seven points 
ahead of second place in 200cc A and 
18 points ahead of third. 

Although the deteriorating trail 
conditions troubled some A riders, 
those riders suffered much less than 
the later starting B and C riders. Kirk 
Ratzel lost 98 points more than his 
class winner, Peter Prichard (200cc 
B), but still placed second in class. A 
similiar point spread also occured 
between second and third place in the 
250cc B class. 

The Novice (C) class was the last 
class to start, and as a result, those 
riders found little traction or comfort 
ahead. Only five C riders were 
fortunate enough to finish within the 
allotted one hour time, and because of 
this, most C rider trophies were 
awarded based on how far the rider 
rode before being disqualified (one 
hour late) or quitting. 

The troubles the North Bay Motor- 
cycle Club had in putting on this 
enduro have ruled out the possibility 
of a 1982 Sawmill. In 1981, the club 
suffered three postponements — one 
because of late paperwork, one 
because of environmentalist inter- 
vention, and the last, because of rain. 
It was only by luck similiar to the pro- 
verbial flip-of-the-coin that the Saw- 
mill was allowed to start on this misty 
morning. 

Some club members are hoping for 
a 1983 Sawmill Enduro, while others, 
bitter from frustration and criticism, 
prefer to wait for 1984. Only one thing 
is certain: Because the club is still 
cleaning up after the 1981 enduro, 
and 1982 is here, there will be no time 
to break trail and plan a Sawmill 
Enduro for 1982.

In 
fact, Paul Fleming and Chris Cullins 
won first and second-place trophies in 
the seven-nine-year-old class with the 
admirable scores of eight and nine, re- 
spectively. 

In the team competition, a couple 
of celebrities were spotted and a few 
more created. Two-time National flat- 
track champion Mert Lawwill and his 
son Joe rode the event along with their 
dentist, ISDE rider Fred Cameron and 
his son Paul. The new celebrities are 
Rob and Barbara Michovich, top hus- 
band/wife team, and John and Marty 
Blankenship, top parent/child team. 
Marty also took second-place honors to 
his twin brother, Monty, in the 14-17- 
year-old class.

Conway, Stutts 
steal $2400 Austin 
MX

AUSTIN, TX, JAN. 3 

One hundred forty bikers made 
it their New Year’s resolution to 
get their share of trophies and a 
$2400 Expert purse on the first 
day of racing at Austin’s new Moto- 
Sport Raceway. Owners Norman and 
Rocky French have extended two sides 
of the old Austin MX Park, doubling 
its size. The track received nothing but 
compliments from both newcomers 
and native Austinites who remembered 
how the track had been before the 
renovation. 

The big story on the morning side of 
the split schedule came in the first race 
of the combined 100 and 125cc Novice 
classes. Eddie Snider grabbed the hole- 
shot on his Suzuki 125. But coming out 
of the second turn, Mike Munay on a 
Yamaha 100 led the pack. Some fine 
riding helped Munay keep his lead the 
remainder of the race, leaving the rest 
of the field wondering if he fed his bike 
Wheaties that morning. 

The first race in the 250cc Novice 
class was dominated by Deney Elsik, 
who blew the others away on his 
Yamaha. An early pile-up in the 
second heat prevented even a show 





finish for Elsik, leaving him third over- 
all. 

It was a dry afternoon, but the wind 
kept the dust from hovering over the 
track. The main obstacle for the In- 
termediate and Expert class riders was 
the roughness of some parts of the 
track, aggravated by decreasing visi- 
bility as the sun set. Several riders were. 
bounced around quite thoroughly, 
some leaving the track, giving the flee- 
ing spectators their daily exercise. 

In the Open Intermediate class, San 
Antonio's Ronald Schwarck had trouble 
keeping the lead on his Suzuki. In the 
first heat, Schwarck jumped to an 
early lead, but by the end of the first 
lap, he had been passed by #59 — 
Steve Caldwell of Austin. By the end of 
the race, Schwarck had fallen behind 
Bill Dorn on his Husky. 

Schwarck grabbed the lead again in 
the second heat, followed by Dorn and 
Caldwell, all in tight formation. But 
Schwarck traded positions with Cald- 
well, who stretched out his lead, shrivel- 
ing Schwarck's chances for a comeback. 
The second heat ended up with the 
leaders in the same positions as in the 
first heat — Caldwell, Dorn and 
Schwarck. 

Rick Blackwell and Houston's Dan 
Conway were the main contenders in 
the 250cc Expert class. Eager racers 
piled up at the start of the first heat, 
and the race was black-flagged and re- 
started. Blackwell got the holeshot on 
the second start on his Yamaha and 
held the lead, although Conway's Kawa- 
saki was dangerously close. 


Blackwell took an early lead again 
in the second heat, but Conway was 
determined to take it away and kept 
right on Blackwell's tail. Both bikers 
held their wrists down and soon left 
the rest of the field behind. Conway 
stole the lead in the backstretch and 
came over the hill ahead of Blackwell, 
who was not able to recapture the lead. 
Jerry Farmer battled out a distant third. 

The first heat of the Open Expert 
class belonged to Steve Stackable. The 
race showcased the style and talent 
that earned Stackable his renown. 

San Antonio's David Stutts got the 
holeshot in the second race, with Stack- 
able right behind, both on Yamahas. 
Accidents plagued the race. Kevin 
Schwartz's grip came off, and he went 
down faster than Jerry Falwell's gavel. 
Stackable went off the track, sacrificing 
four positions. Stackable overtook Jerry 
Farmer and Mark Brown for fourth, 
where he finished. Stutts held his lead, 
followed by Jack Beckham and John 
Ham, both on Hondas.

class was Scott Bucsanyi, as Richie 
Neiheiser, Dan Conway and Rickey 
Glaser surrounded him. Glaser eased 
into first putting Conway, Bucsanyi and 
Neiheiser behind him. After making 
the first pass of the tricky double 
jumps, Glaser and Conway cleared them 
and quickly pulled away from the 
others. 

A mucky battle continued as Glaser 
and Conway slopped their way through 
the track. On the third lap, Glaser got 
messed up after the double jumps let- 
ting Conway take over the lead. Glaser 
got up and going hurriedly and con- 
tinued in second as Bucsanyi was still 
holding on in third while Bill Sparks 
had come up to fourth. 

Conway pressed on in first while get- 
ting into lapped riders on the fifth lap 
and almost centerpunched a rider 
stopped in the middle of a corner. 

Glaser had made a superb effort to 
come up close to Conway by the end of 
the race and proved he had the win- 
ning spirit as he led off the line in 
moto two putting Conway behind him.

Honda unveiled its first-ever two- 
stroke GP road racer - the NS500 - 
over the Christmas holidays at a press 
conference in Japan. The V-3 NS500 
has two of the cylinders pointing 
upwards. They lean a fraction 
forwards and the exhaust pipes exit 
from the rear, crossing over under the 
seat so that their length can be con- 
tained within that of the machine. 
The third cylinder faces forwards and 
down, at about 110-degrees to the 
other two and the third exhaust pipe 
runs under the engine. Keihin carbs 
nestle in the V and although the 
engine is at the moment cast in 
aluminum, a magnesium version is on 
its way. The wheelbase of the NS is 
54.3 inches. It has a l6-inch front 
wheel and an 18-inch rear. Suspension 
is directly derived from the four-stroke 
NR500. The Showa front fork has air 
suspensión and hydraulic pump anti- 
dive, operating from the brake caliper 
torque. The calipers also come from 
the NR and have unequal sized 
pistons. Rear suspension is Pro-Link, 
controlled by a Showa shock. The 
NS500 revs to 11,000 rpm and is 
rumored to produce 130 hp. 


Winston Pro Series competitor 
Scott Parker enters his fourth AMA 
Grand National Championship 
season with what his sponsor, 
Rick Toldo, says “is the best priva- 
teer program in the country." 
Patrick Racing's Carl Patrick and 
Bill Croft will work with the team 
full time and have already begun to 
build completely new machinery 
for Parker.

Andre Vromans will 
join Jean-Jacques Bruno and Brad 
Lackey on the works Suzuki team. 
Yamaha will field Hakan Carlqvist, 
Neil Hudson and support rider Jucca 
Sintonen. KTM retained Gerard 
Rond, Jaak van Velthoven and Georg 
Reiter. Husqvarna has Conny Carlsson 
and Bertil Oevgard, while Maico will 
have Walter Gruhler join Yvan van 
den Broeck. With 250cc World 
Champion Hudson moving to the 
500cc class in '82, Yamaha has 
bolstered the 250cc class with extra 
riders. Danny LaPorte, Belgians 
Gaston Rahier and Jo Martens, Finn 
Matti Tarkkonen and possibly Heinz 
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Kinigadner will be on the team, 
though Kinigadner is considering 
offers from Puch and KTM. Georges 
Jobe will be the only 250cc works 
Suzuki rider. Kees van der Ven and 
Soren Mortensen will -be KTM 
mounted with Hans Maisch, Bennie 
Wilken and Maurizio Dolce on 
Maicos. The 125cc class looks to be 
heavily populated by Belgians and 
Italians. From Belgium will be current 
champ Harry Everts and Erik Geboers 
on Suzukis, Marc Velkeneers on 
Yamaha and Alain Lejeune and Guy 
van Gijsegem on Hondas. From Italy 
will be Michele Rinaldi and Corrado 
Maddi on Gileras. Michele Margarotto 
on TGM, Guiseppe Andreani and 
Mauro Miele on KTMs and Franco 
Perfini on a Cagiva. Yamaha's French 
star Jacky Vimond, Suzuki's Akira 
Watanabe—the 1978 champ—and 
Russian KTM rider Yuri Khudiakov 
will also join the ranks. 


Freddie Spencer's first outing on 
Honda’s new V3 NS500 works 
500cc GP road racer was less than 
encouraging. During the first day 
of testing on December 24, 
Spencer dropped the bike in turn 
four at Laguna Seca in California. 
Though uninjured, Spencer retired 
for the day, suffering from a 
stomach virus. Three weeks prior 
to Spencer’s crash, a Japanese 
test rider dropped the NS500 at 
Laguna Seca and broke his wrist 
after hitting a turtle on the course.

Grand Prix star Brad Lackey piloted his factory 

Suzuki to a commanding 500cc Pro win in front 

of an enthusiastic crowd of 4000 spectators. 
8 Lackey's win, his second of the series, was well 


received by the local fans who 
consider “Bad Brad" a home- 
town favorite. 

Yamaha's Bob "Hurricane" 
Hannah continued to fight off an in- 
creasingly tough field of 250cc Pro 
challengers. Hannah's main competi- 
tion again came from the Honda camp 
as Donnie Hansen battled for the lead 
in both motos and topped round one 
when a lapped rider inadvertently 
blocked Hannah two turns from the 
finish. 

Honda teamster Johnny O'Mara 
swept both motos of the 125cc Pro 
class despite the appearance of main 
rival Mark Barnett, After Barnett 
crashed out of the second moto O'Mara 
rolled to his sixth straight moto win in 
this year's Petty Golden State Series. 


A determined Fritz Graf powered 
his Yamaha to the Veteran Masters 
victory. Graf came from behind in 
each moto to take the checkers with a 
strong lead over the battle for second 
place. Jim O'Neal muscled his Maico 
to second overall honors ahead of Husky 
rider Buzz Presser, Yamaha-mounted 
Steve Ferron and Maico ace Alan 
Olson. 


Suzuki rider Rick Hemme put to- 
gether a pair of runner-up finishes to 
clinch the Mini Expert overall win. 
Tony Flores topped the first moto but 
dropped to third in the next race and 


had to settle for second overall. Suzuki 
rider Bruce Bunch finished third. 


500cc Pro 


Hi-Point Honda rider Phil Larson 
blasted to the lead at the start of the 
first clash with Yamaha rider Kirk 
Spencer grabbing onto second ahead 
of Larry Hooper. 

Hooper kept his Maico on the gas 
and held onto third as the pack com- 
pleted the first lap and Larson stretched 
his lead to five seconds over Spencer 
and Hooper. Yamaha-mounted Eric 
McKenna moved up to challenge for 
the number two spot as Lackey and 
Suzuki support rider Clint Hardick also 
joined the battle for second. 


As Larson set the pace out front, 
Lackey dispatched the trailing foursome 
and set off in pursuit. At the halfway 
point Lackey had closed the gap to 
about 20 seconds as KTM rider Joey 
Schlag berserked his way into third 
after a poor start. 

The front three positions held to the 
checkers with McKenna edging Hooper 
for fourth and Suzuki rider Alan King 
placing sixth. 

Lackey led from the gate as the sec- 
ond moto thundered onto the challeng- 
ing sand-track. Larson and Schlag 
glued themselves to Lackey's rear 
fender and the front three quickly 
pulled away from the field. Schlag 
pe Larson but bailed off two laps 
ater and Larson moved up to pass

Lackey repassed Larson on the next 
go-round and motored away to the 
finish as Larson faded with possible 
shock problems. King nearly caught 
Larson at the finish but had to settle 
for third place for the moto and third 
overall behind Lackey and Larson. 
Maico rider Jerome Heiberger rode a 
strong race to finish fourth but prob- 
lems in moto one kept him out of the 
money. Spencer went home with the 
fourth place share of the crash as 
McKenna picked up fifth and Yamaha 
rider Greg Zitterkopf placed sixth. 


125cc Pro 


O'Mara showed the pack the rear of 
his factory Honda from the start of the 
first 125cc Pro money. Yamaha-mount- 
ed Ron Lechien followed O'Mara onto 
the course with Danny Chandler push- 
ing his CR125 to third ahead of Suzuki 
rider Michael Preston and La Habra 
Yamaha's Mike Beier. 

The battle for second place was a 
seesaw affair as five different riders 
took a shot at the position before falling 
down or off the pace but Johnny O' 
was in control of the lead throughout 
the moto. 

Suzuki star Mark Barnett made a 
late moto charge that carried him to 
fourth at the finish behind O'Mara, 
Lechien and Holland. Yamaha's Eric 
Kehoe placed fifth and Beier held on 
for sixth. 


Barnett's mechanic Jeff Clark twirled 
a few wrenches between motos and 
Barnett nailed down the second moto 
holeshot and quickly pulled away from 
the pack as O'Mara was stuck in traf- 
fic. Yamaha rider Mike Tripes and 
Suzuki-mounted Chris Heisser trailed 
Barnett through the first few laps until 
O'Mara charged into second and began 
to reel in the National 125cc Champ. 


Suddenly Barnett went down hard 
on the super fast back straight. "I was 
about four seconds behind him," re 
counted O'Mara later, “and I looked 
up to see his bike cartwheeling about 
10 feet in the air." 

Amazingly Barnett walked away 
from the fall although his bike wasn't 
quite so lucky. O'Mara had smooth 
sailing with Barnett on the sidelines 
and he took the checkers with a huge 
lead on second place finisher Lechien. 
Lechien's strong performance netted 
him second overall. Suzuki's George 
Holland earned third overall points 
with a 3-4 score while Heisser picked 
up fourth and Beier rounded out the 
top five. 


250cc Pro 


Honda teamster Donnie “Holeshot” 
Hansen lived up to his nickname by 
jumping to the lead as the first 250cc 
Pro moto dashed through turn one. 
On his heels came Yamaha's Hannah, 
Yamaha rider Juan Benavidez, Han- 
sen's teammate Jim Gibson and Honda 


support rider Jim Tarantino. 

Darrell Shultz fell on a tricky turn 
and detuned himself straight to the 
sidelines as his teammate Hansen con- 
tinued to hold off Hannah. Benavidez 
threw a chain as Larry Wosick moved 
his Honda up to challenge Tarantino, 
Gibson and Suzuki's Warren Reid for 
the number three slot. 

Hannah made a daring mid-air pass 
to take the lead on lap six but Hansen 
stayed close and returned the favor 
two laps later. With the crowd going 
wild Hannah and Hansen traded the 
lead again a lap later with both riders 
using the whole track in search of an 
advantage 

With the one lap flag out Hansen 
made a desperate attempt to regain 
the lead but Hannah kept the door 
closed until just two turns from the 
flag when a lapped rider accidentally 
cut across Hannah's line and Hansen 
took the win. Gibson finished third, 
Wosick fourth and Tarantino fifth. 

Spectators crowded around the 
course as Hansen once again pulled 
the holeshot with Hannah inches be- 
hind. Benavidez completed lap one in 
third place with Reid pressuring from 
fourth and Yamaha rider Rick Johnson 
running fifth. Gibson took a tumble in 
the early going and returned to the ac- 
tion in last place and nearly half a lap 
behind the leaders. 

Hannah hounded Hansen for the 
first half of the moto before slipping 


past and into the lead. Hansen kept 
within a bikelength for most of the 
moto waiting until the last lap to make 
an all out push to try and regain the 
lead but luck was on Hannah's side 
this time and Hansen's drive fell short. 

Reid rode to a secure third place 
finish, actually closing slightly on the 
leaders near moto's end, while Johnson 
picked up fourth and Wosick fifth. 
Wosick earned the third place share of 
the $4500 purse with Reid claiming 
fourth and Johnson fifth. Gibson fin- 
ished the moto in a hard-won ninth 
place and took sixth overall honors. @

12th Annual Laugh-in Trophy Trials and 


Poker Run 


‘Boyd, it's tough 


out there"

As a competitive motorcycling event, the 
Laugh-in Trophy Trials is an anomaly, a non- 
competitive competition. A fall-off-and-laugh- 
at-yourself time for industry and press types 








where the real measure of win- 
ners is the width of their grins 
and heartiness of their chortles. 

The '81 (and 12th annual) 


LTT met with a few obstacles and so 
was put on in '82 with no one loudly 
missing its traditional end-of-the-year 
date. Those present welcomed the op- 
portunity to get out of the office or 
away from a work bench to come out 
and play for a day at Saddleback Park, 
thanks in part to owner Marv Hen- 
dricks. 

This running of the trial was held in 
memory of one of its founders, "Max" 
Maxstead, who died last year. A flyer 
for the event indicated its true spirit, 
however, as a day "devoted to fun and 
nonsense." 

The trial consisted of five sections 
connected by trail that wound around 
the park. Those entered in the trial 
were to tackle the loop twice; poker 
run entrants could ride around and 
collect their playing cards on the first 
loop. 

Laid out by Clerk of the Course 
Brian Slark (another of the LTT 
founders) on a street legal Honda 
XL250, and SoCal trials ace Oli Thor- 
darson, each section provided a good 
deal of challenge to most of those who 
entered, especially when taking into 
account some of the "trials" machinery 
ridden, e.g. CR250R, YZ250, IT465 





and a WR250. However, it was all 
passable. 

Section one started off in a narrow, 
dry, rocky creek bed that quickly tight- 
ened up until both pegs ground the 
walls of earth on each side. Mud 
marked the way out of the section, 
which opened up a little to mercifully 
allow riders to flail their way out with 
their feet. It required an almost banzai 
attack. ? r 

Section two dropped down into an 
overgrown rain rut, cut left at a large 
partially exposed boulder with a tire- 
grabbing rut along the bottom, made 
a hard right and dropped over the 
rock, then went up, over, down, up 
and left out. Unlike the section that 
preceeded it, number two called for 
lots of low speed control and balance. 

The next section also called for good 
balance as well as choice of lines as it 
climbed a rocky trail, turned left, 
climbed a short way, made a sharp 
right, straight, left and out. 


Section four made lefts and rights 


: while riders tried to maintain traction 


as they ran up and down some hard, 
slippery clay. It looked far easier than 
it proved to be. 

Finally came section five, an intimi- 
dating climb up to the side of a (seem- 
ingly) sheer rock cliff with a hard left 
at the top, skirt a few rocks, then up 
and over a gnarly rock ledge. 





Following the morning trials came 
_ lunch, a complete and delicious affair 
prepared by Judy Maely, at the Webco/ 
Cycle World Clubhouse. An early after- 
noon hilldimb provided a bit more 
comic relief before a short trials exhi- 
bition by Experts Dave Pyle, Oli Thor- 
darson and Dwaine Walters.

An awards presentation at the club- 
house ended the day as Grand Marshall 
Joe Parkhurst directed dispersement of 
prizes traditional and ridiculous. A 
handicapping system is used at the 
LTT (regularly competing trials riders 
are docked 20 points, using a genuine 
trials bike costs 10 points, riding your 
first trial gets you -10 points, riding a 
non-trials bike in the "Balls" class is 
worth -3, etc.). 

After all points had been tallied and 
handicaps figured in, Boyd Bernard 
took home a bottle of brandy and 
earned the Malcolm Smith Perpetual 
"Trophy for top performance with an 
adjusted score of 1. Despite penalty 
points for riding a regular trials bike 
— an SWM 320TL — being over 40 
years of age helped offset that. "I had 
probably one of the most enjoyable 
days I'd had in a long time," he said 
later. “The people that put it on did a 
heck of a job." 

This year's infamous Fickle Finger 
of Fate trophy (sans box of Ex-Lax 
which was forgotten this year) for the 
worst performance went to Rick 
Hobbs with his total of 54. 

Best Journalist performance belonged 
to Husky 250WR-mounted Larry Little 
of Cycle World with an adjusted score 
of 19. Dirt Bike's Tom Webb did quite 
well, but since-he was on a trials bike, 
he totaled 21. 

The Oldest Bike award went to 
Wayne Moulton who brought out, and 
entered, his immaculate, shiny, black 
and chromed '66 Triumph twin. 
Though he didn't tackle the sections, 
he did attempt a couple runs at the hill- 
climb, making it nearly halfway up 
before a wheelie turned into a crash. 
Fortunately, the Triumph escaped 
injury. 

Art Webster received the award for 
Oldest Rider (his points handicap in- 
cluded the -10 for being over 40, 
though he didn't say how far over), 
and his son Mark won the hillclimb 
trophy for his performance on a 
Honda XR500R. Fourteen-year-old 
Sean Webster rode a Montesa trialer 
and won two tickets to the Anaheim 
Supercross from Mike Goodwin for 
being the Youngest Rider. 


The VIP award, inaugurated this 
year for an industry executive, went to 
Kawasaki's Chuck Larsen who blasted 
his way through — sometimes success- 
fully — each section on a KDX250, 
drawing cheers and jeers with each 
dab, paddle or stop from a few Kawa- 
saki employees who also rode. 

Bernard became a double winner 
when Parkhurst called him up to ac- 
cept a prize for Best Poker Hand. 
Tony Murphy was next up for the 
Worst Hand. 

Most Spectacular Crash of the Day 
award went to LTT regular Dave 
Aldana who commanded laughter and 
groans all day with his stunts aboard 
an old Honda CR250, as well as a gut- 
crunching number he performed when 
he hopped on a real trials bike after- 
wards. Honored by the award, he said 
on a serious note, "I want to thank all 
the people that support this program. 
It's kind of like a family tradition." 

Parkhurst wasn't about to let Aldana 
leave it at that, though, and called 
him back up later to accept the new 
Dolly Parton award, a singing telegram 
from a eye-popping Dolly Parton look- 
alike. She proceeded to taunt and 
tease the red-faced racer who tried to 
take it in stride, but while Judy Maely 
received a cowboy singing telegram for 
providing the food, Aldana admitted,

Tammy Kirk has a way of making people sit 
up and take notice. The 19-year-old blonde 
from Dalton, Georgia, has been racing — 
mainly dirt track — since she was 10. The 


1982 season will be the culmina- 
tion of a dream for Kirk. She 
will be a rookie Expert on the 
Winston Pro Series circuit, 
achieving a status in dirt track ranks 
that only one other female, Diane 
Cox, had before. Kirk earned it. 
Tammy came to the attention of 
many during 1980 when she finished 
the year as the second ranking Novice 
in the AMA Eastern Regional Cham- 
pionship Dirt Track Series. She also 
was the top ranking Novice in the 
Ohio Hall of Fame Series -- no mean 
feat considering the amount of racing 
in Ohio. Along the way there were 
event wins and grudging acceptance 


by most of her male counterparts. 

However, most thought the five feet. 
five inch tall, 115 pound Kirk would 
be at a handicap when switching from 
250cc equipment to a 750cc Harley- 
Davidson for her Junior year. Perhaps 
the only person it didn’t bother was 
Tammy. She adapted quickly. Her 
ride was sponsored by Smitty's Harley- 
Davidson of Moundsville, West 
Virginia, and Sure-Fire Distributing, 
with product help from Diamond 
Chain and Champion Spark Plugs. 
Also receiving credit were Carl Patrick 
who built the bike, Branch Flow- 
metrics for the head work and Edgar 
Fuhr for building the transmission. 

"I don't think I really had a good 


season,” says Kirk in a soft drawl. “I 
didnt win a race. The highest I 
finished was third, although I did 
qualify fastest at a few events. I guess 
you could say the season was OK 
because I had a lot of really bad luck 
with my equipment." 

"Tammy got her first taste of motor- 
cycling at an early age, a very early 

^age. "When I was two weeks old my 
daddy sat me on a pillow on the gas 
tank of his bike and would ride me 
around the house until I'd go to sleep. 
You could say I was born on a motor- 
cycle. I started riding when I was three 
and a half on a cut-down minibike. 
Riding just came natural to me." 

It was .a logical transition from 
riding in the backyard to hanging 
around the motorcycle shop her father 
owned. "Ever since I was big enough to 
walk I've been hanging out at my 
idaddy's shop and learning about' 
bikes. My daddy used to sponsor a lot 
of riders. One was Roger Crump and I 
used to go to all the races. I would 
sneak in the pits and watch and listen 
and learn. 





“f started racing“whert Twas*about* * 
ten in whatever was going on -- mostly 
short track, but some motocross. I was 
the AMA Eastern Regional Amateur 
Champion in my age group (12-over) 
in 1975 riding short track. 

“I believe I was pretty successful 
racing motocross. I raced in the 
Women's World Series in 1976 and 
finished fourth in the 100cc class. I 
was a bit out of shape for the race and 
it was very, very hot so maybe I could 
have done better. However, I didn't 
really like motocross as much as dirt 
tracking. Motocross is too rough on 
the body. I really feel it takes a lot 
more skill to ride dirt track." 

On the track the only giveaway that 
number 5C might not be of the male 
gender is a long blond ponytail which ' 
has been Kirk's trademark ever since 
her mini racing days. "I've been racing 
with boys all my life. I had to race the 
boys because there just weren't any 
girls racing. Ive never had any 
troubles. You know, as a Novice 
they'd always sort of laugh at me until 
I won the race or beat them badly -- 
then it was a different story. This year 
everyone was there to race and that's 
what we did." 

Kirk, like. many other riders, 
combined schooling with racing. "I 
was lucky because school:seemed to 
come easy to me. I graduated from 
Southeast High School in Dalton in 
1980 as an honor student. My teachers 
and the principal knew I raced and as 
long as the school work got done there 
were no problems." 

The education didn't stop there. 
Tammy enrolled in Dalton Com- 
munity College taking the. required 
courses like math and English while 
majoring in industrial arts, -- welding 
to be precise. Now welding may seem a 
bit strange to some people as an 
occupation for a female, but not to 
Tammy. "One thing most people don't 
know is that if a woman gets into 
welding and puts her heart into it she 
should be better than a man because 
she's not as nervous or jittery. The men 
in the welding class don't like it one bit 
because I'm better than most of them. 
It's just like racing, if a woman gets 
into a man's sport they don't like it at 
first, but once they get to know you it's 
OK. Actually, I chose welding because 
I do it at the shop. My daddy taught 
me and it seemed natural to take some 
courses.to learn how to do it better." 

Interestingly, neither Tammy's 
older sister nor her younger one have 
become involved in racing. Tammy’s 
father is her biggest booster in the 
family. “My daddy has always been 
behind me in my racing. My mom 
doesn't really like me to race. How- 
ever, since Daddy was always involved 
in racing or helping out somebody in 
racing she can't really say anything. 
She just sort of goes along with 
things." 

So what does the future hold for 
Tammy? She's got her mind set on 
becoming the first female rider to get a 
National number. She also feels that 
with a bit of luck in finding a good 
sponsor and some solid working bikes 
she can make a National final or two. 
"It will be a big change next year 
because the Harley is different to ride 
without (intake) restrictors. If l've got 
a good bike I feel I can be in a 
National final or two. I think my best 
chance to get into a National final will 
come on the miles. I rode the Syracuse 
and San Jose Junior Invitationals and 
was really getting the hang of things 
before bike problems messed things 
up. In any event, things are going to 
be tough. Maybe I'll even get a chance 
to try out a road racer. That would be 
fun." 

Tammy Kirk has, the natural talent 
and drive to be. a very good dirt 
tracker. If determination is the key. 
Tammy should get her wish. to be a 
National number holder in 1983. e
